GENERAL NEWS ITEIVTS 

The C. S. N. Co.'s steamship Pacific ar- 
rived about 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
from San Francisco. She. brings California 
papers to June 22d— eight days later— which 
contain news from all quarters of the globe. 
California, 

A Mexican, named Antonio Rues, viola- 
ted the person of a girl eight years of age. 
named Walthers. and then murdered her. at 
Knight's Ferry,' on the 7th June. The 
wretch was caught and hung by the popu- 
lace, y 

John McGlenohy, late assistant Seigeant- 
at-Arms of the Senate, was shot on the 15th 
inst., in a cpjarrel with a Mexican, grow- 
ing out of a game of cartls. He died soon 
after. 

There is a report in the city that news 
was received by yesterday's overland mail, 
from Russell, Majors & Co., proprietors of 
the Pony Express, to the effect that the Salt 
Lake mail is to be merged in the express 
enterprise: the contract for carrying the 
mail for $33,000 per annum was intended as 
a subsidy to ensure the permanency ■>{ ex- 
press. We have endeavored in vain to 
trace this rumer to an authoritative source.— 
S. F. Bulletin, 2UI. 

Four Chinamen were arrested recently at 
Big Oak Flat, Tuolumne county, charged 
with the murder recently of a Chinese lad. 
The young Celestial had been favored by a 
<-.ountrywfiman who had been formerly kept 
by one of his murderers. On a visit to Big 
Oak Flat, a number of Chinamen assailed 
him, and while several of them held him, 
one stabbed him in the neck, hreast and 
utomaoh some twelve or fifteen times. 

The S. F. Bulletin declares that French 
• citizens cannot enrol themselves in the 
militia of the United States without losing 
all claims upon their native country. 

The libel suit commenced a-jainst the 
Bulletin by Justice Hudson, in San Fran- 
ciso, has been withdrawn. 

Tip; trial of Whitford, indicted for the 
murder of Edward Sheridan, in February 
last, was progressing in San Francisco. 

The Marysville firemen have returned to 
their home. 

The well known firm of R. E. Brewster 
& Co., San Francisco, have gone by the 
board. Their liabilities are over 8300,000. 
Suits have been commenced by their credi- 
tors. 

Tho result of the Oregon election is yet 
undecided. 

The Republicans of California have con- 
cluded their State labors, and have nomi- 
nated for Electors: Chas. A. Washburn, of 
the San Francisco Times; VV. II. Weeks, of 
Sacramento ; Ctias. A. Tultle, ol Placer, ana 
Pio Pico, of Los Angeles. 

It was rumored in San Francisco that Col. 
Lander's wagon ruad expedition was beset 
by Indians, and some reports go so far as to 
miy it has been uttorly destroyed. 

Nothing important from Washoe. The 
Indian war is supposed to bo at an end. 

The Peter Smith titles have been pro- 
nounced illegal by the Supremo Court of 
California. 

Capt. James P Barry, one of tho oldest 
ghip masters ol San Francisco, died on tho 
imh inst. 

Senator Watson, of Simla Cruz county, 
has boon killed by Indians nt 4'arson Val- 
ley. 
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The StateB. 

News from the States is to the 31st May, 
brought by the Overland mail. 

The Pacific Railroad Bill has been re- 
committed to the Select Committee of the 
House, which is equivalent to its postpone- 
ment for the session. 

The Japanese are still the lions at Wash- 
ington. 

Latest accounts from Pike's Peak speak 
of new discoveries. 

Another slaver has been captured off the 
coast of Africa. She had four hundred and 
fifty slaves on board. 

On the 30th ol May, Madame Bodisco, 
widow of the late Russian Minister, was 
married to Captain Scott, of the British 
army. He was dressed in full uniform. 
President Buchanan gave the bride away. 
Among those present were Lord Lyons, 
Secretary Thompson, and many of the Sen- 
ators and Representatives. 

An attempted prize fight between George 
King and John Woods, at New York, was 
stopped by the police on the 28lh of May. 

Forty buildings in the village of Minson, 
Me., including the post office, were des- 
troyed by fire on the 25th of May. 

On the 29th of May, the steamer M Lau- 
rian burst her boiler, near Elizabethtowii, 
killing Capt. Evans and two deck hands, 
and scalding several others. 

The Prince de Joinville is at Washington. 

The Government has entered into a con- 
tract with the Colonization Society, to take 
the captured Africans at Key West to Li- 
beria, at $50 each. 

The Postmaster General reports that the 
books of the New York Post office show a 
deficiency of S 175,000. 

Great enthusiasm exists in the States 
among the Republicans. They are working 
hard for their nominees. 

A line of clippers is to be put on between 
New York and Japan. 

The bodies of IS persons, supposed to 
have been coal boatmen, and lost during a 
late storm, were found in the river near 
Madison, Indiana, on the 24th. 

The steamer Kangaroo and Fulton sailed 
on the 2fith of May from New York for Eu- 
rope. The latter took the New Orleans 
mailsof the 22d, and S920,0D0 in specie; 
the Kangaroo lookout 83-10,1)00. 

Attorney General Black and Mr. Schuabel 
were before the Congressional corruption 
committee at Washington on the 2,'!d May. 
A siormy scene ensued between them. 
Schuabel called Black a liar, scoundrel, etc. 

Europe. 

The British Government issued a procla- 
mation against enlistment for the Pope in 
Ireland, but dons not interfere in the sub- 
scriptions for the Sicily insurgents— the law 
officers of the Crown not regarding it as 
illegal. 

Garibaldi, with over 1.000 followers, had 
landed at Marsalla, in Sicily, under the fire 
of two Neapolitan frigates. One of Gari- 
baldi's steamers was captured, and the other 
sunk. The volunteers who landed, were at 
the moment of the mail's departure, fighting 
with the royal troops. 

A royal announcement has been received 
via Madrid, that the King of Naples had 
applied for foreign intervention. 

At the latest dates, Garibaldi's forces were 
gaining on Palermo. 

A letter from Garibaldi explains that the 
steamers used by him were taken possession 
of forcibly, ami not chartered. He hail 
issued proclamations to the Romans anil 
Neapolitans, calling on them to revolt. 

Col. Medici was forwarding ihe prepara- 
tions for a second expedition, and (1,000 vol- 
unteers had already been enrolled. It was 
asserted that the enormous diplomatic repre- 
sentation made to the Sardinian Government 
would decide it to prevent the departure of 
tho second expedition. 

Great agitation prevailed at Naples and 
Palermo. 

Palermo dispatches of 15th May say that 
in five churches, at the termination of the 
mass, shouts of " Italy forever! Liberty Jor- 
ever!" were raised. In the evening the 
people, to the number of 10,000, assembled. 
The police were unable to disperse them, 
and the troops were called out, when they 
fired on the people, killing -t and wounding 
10. Several persons were arrested. 

The latest accounts from Naples represent 
that the utmost consternation prevailed. The 
Royal family were packing up Iheir jewelry 
and valuables, ami there were strong indi- 
cations that a general insurrection would 
lake place. 

There was some excitement in Florence, 
owing to the appearance of placards in favor 
of tho ex-Grand Duke. There were rumors 
of an attempt at Ihe recovery of his power. 
Tho garrison was strengthened and the Na- 
tional Guard called out. 

The Prussian Chambers had passed the 
government project, for tho war credit, by 315 
against 21. 

Russia is Haiti to have collected at Nice- 
laill a large number of transports, 

It was positively asserted that the French 



army at Rome had received orders to evacu- 
ate that city. 

It was said that the Sardinian Government 
had ordered the garrisons of Central Italy to 
march rapidly towards ihe Pontifical Fron- 
tiers. It was reported that Gen. Lamoriciere 
had made a forward movement with the 
Papal troops, and that 5,0011 Piedmontese 
troops had embarked for Genoa to check 
him. 

A meeting has taken place between 
Heenan aud'Sayers, and it was ultimately 
agreed that two new belts, exact counter- 
parts of the one so much coveted, should be 
made, and given each ol" the champions. 
The old belt remains, for the present, injhe 
possession of the ediiorof Bell's Life. Say- 
ers retires from the ring. 

Theodore Parker, [the celebrated Boston 
Reformer.] died at Florence on the 11 lb of 
May. 

An influential deputation, headed by Mil- 
ner Gibson, had laid before Lord Palmerston 
the plans of Col. Shaelfer's new telegraph 
line to America, via the F-roe Islands and 
Newfoundland. 

The Russian Grand Dnke Nicholas was 
on a visit to the Emperor Napoleon. 
Mexico. 

The New York Herald, of May 28th. has 
a special dispatch from Washington, to the 
effect that the Mexican Minister has advices 
from Mexico, announcing that Mirainou 
and the Church party were utterly routed, 
and the Liberals in full possession ol the 
Capital. 

Gold is reported to have been discovered 
on the Isthmus of Tehauntepec. 

Australia. 

The bark Crisbna arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 2lsl of June, eighty-five days 
from Sydney. 

Much alarm has been occasioned at Syd- 
ney by the report that the Governor General 
had in his official capacity, "stopped pay- 
ment." It appears that the Legislature 
had neglected to make the necessary appro- 
priations for the support of ihe Government, 
ami the Chief Executive officer had declined 
to exercise a power which was not conferred 
upon him by the Constitution'. The Gov- 
ernor's action seems lo he intended as a 
rebuke to the Legislature on account of ex- 
travagant expenditures. 

An idea of ihe extent of business carried 
on at Melbourne may he formed from the 
fact, that for the week ending tin; 17th of 
March, the amount of revenue collected at 
the port was some $124,000. 

The popular excitement relative to the 
Snowy-river gold lield has somewhat libnted. 
The utmost confidence was, however, felt 
in the unprecedented richness of the dig- 
Rings, and the precious metal was arriving 
in large quantities. 

The Cooma mail had been robbed by 
men with blackened faces. The passengeis 
were stripped naked and bound to frees. 

Messrs. .1. V. Hamard and Co., wine and 
spirit merchants, have failed for a huge 
amount. 

Canada. 

Thi! anniversary of the Queen's Birthday, 
was generally observed as a holiday through- 
out the Province. 

Alexander Page, Miss linker and Miss 
Martin, were drowned in tin- bay, Toronto, 
on the 24th May, by the upsetting of the 
boat in which they were sailing. 

The Rev. Gratton Ginnes preached at Tor- 
onto on the same day. and left next morning 
for Quebec, en route for England. 

On the Queen's Birthday, all places of 
business in Montreal were ciosed. The mil- 
itary and firemen had reviews, and there 
were fireworks ami a banquel in the evening. 

At Si. Catharines, on die 25th May, Win. 
II. Merrilt, Jr., son of Win 11. Merritt, M. 
P. P., and managing director of the Welland 
Railway, died suddenly.

The News. 

By a reference to our first page, a com- 
prehensive summary of the news brought 
by the Pacific, will be found. The news, 
apart from the insurrections in the Roman 
States, although not of a startling character, 
is lull of interest and somewhat important. 

The Liberals in Mexico are reported to 
have gained great successes oyer the 
Clmroh party ; and one account states that 
they are in full possession of the Capital of 
the country. If this report be correct, we 
may soon expect to hear of Juarez assuming 
the reins of government — it is to be hoped 
with more success than has heretofore at- 
tended any of his predecessors, 

The Republicans in California and 
throughout the whole United States, are 
making great peparations for the coming 
campaign, and no exertions will be spared 
to ensure the success of the party. The 
Democrats not having yet nominated their 
man, the Republicans have it all to them 
selves for a while. 

The insurrection in the Roman States is 
of a most serious character. Garibaldi has 
achieved some brilliant feats of arms, and 
the Liberalise of the country are flocking 
to his standard in lurgo numbers. There 
is a talk of Sardinian troops having gone »o 
assist hitn in the arduous work of treeing his 
native land ; but be that as it may, there is 
hardly room to doubt that he is receiving 
material aid from France and Sardinia, to 
prosecute the undertaking. Louis Napoleon 
however, has no idea of allowing him to 
consummate his object. He will be allowed 
to go on until the •' Nephew of his Uncle') 
gains some important concession from the 
Pope, and then the patriot will be thrown 
aside as a man would cast off an old gar- 
ment, and become once more a wanderer on 
the face of the earth. 

The position of Russia just now attracts 
much attention. Her army has been aug- 
mented, and she has assumed a threatenin 
attitude towards Turkey— " the sick man" 
of Europe. The Grand Duke Nicholas is 
on a visit to Paris, and has a daily interview 
with the Emperor of the French, with a 
view, it is thought, to secure the non-inter- 
vention of France in case of anotr.er inva^ 
sion of the Ottoman Empire. 

From Australia, we learn that the Gover 
nor-General has "stopped payment," am 
that the Legislature has declined to vote the 
supplies necessary for the carrying on of 
the government. The position taken by the 
government has created some excitement, 
and it is supposed to have been done in or- 
der to check extravagant appropriations on 
the part of the Assembly. 

Taken as a whole, the nows will be found 
the most interesting we have had the pleas- 
ure of laying before our readers for some 
time, and will well repay perusal. 

British Columbia's Attorney-Gene- 
ral. — It is rumored that this talented and 
patriotic young gentleman is about resign- 
ing his post of Attorney-General for British 
Columbia. Tho temptation nf £300 a year, 
which has been recently voiod by the Van- 
couver Island Legislature, for its Attorney- 
General, has no doubt occasioned this rather 
fortunate disposition.— A r . W. Times.

Another Indian Stabbed.— Tho chief 
of the Fort Rupert Indians, encamped a 
short distance in tho rear of the Songish 
village, was attacked about 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, by four Indians of tho Son- 
gish tribe, and nearly cut to pieces. Dr. 
Dickson was called to attend him ; but 
gires no hope of his recovery. 

Sappers and Minkrs Sentenced to 
the Chain-Gang.— Three of the Sappers 
and Miners corps, named Jas. Alexander, 
RobHrt Robertson, aud Jas. Cooper, wero 
brought down on the Wilson G. Hunt, on 
Thursday evening, under sentence to tho 
chain-gang. Alexander is required to servo 
168 days; Robertson, 1 40 days; and Cooper, 
112 days. The offence charged is not spe- 
cified in the commitment. 

Regatta. — A regatta will take place at 
Esquimalt, on Friday, July 6th, undor tho 
patronage of His Excellency tho Governor. 
Several boats from the American side, and 
tho boats from H. M. ships in tho harbor 
will contest for several valuable prize*. 
Tho arrangements are entrusted to Messrs.

Another Indian Outrage.— They are Pun- 
ished at Last. 

On Thursday afternoon, the schooner Roy- 
al Charlie, while on her way out of the 
harbor, with a number of passengers anil 
freight, was saluted with a number of rifle- 
balls, fired by some Hyter Indians, as tho 
vessel passed Deadman's Point. Several 
of the passengers made narrow escapes from 
being shot. The outrage was reported to 
Governor Douglas, who immediately took 
steps to punish the pepetrators. Two gun- 
boats were anchored of!" the mouth of the 
harbor the ^amu evening, with instructions 
to stop all Indians who might attempt to 
make their way out. About 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, Judge Pemberton, accom- 
panied by nearly the entire police force, 
proceeded to the Hyter encampment, and 
demanded the perpetrators of the outrage. 
The Indians refused to give them up, and a 
detachment of 100 Royal Marines, which 
had been stationed on the Esquimalt road, 
near the road leading to McKenzie's farm j 
were ordered to advance, which they did to 
within a short distance of tho encampment. 
Here another parley ensued, but finding that 
nothing could be accomplished by such 
means, the marines completely surrounded 
the lodges, and Judge Pemberton gave 
"Captain John," the chief, notice that if 
the Indians demanded were not forthcoming 
in ten minutes, firing would commence. 
They were also ordered to send away the 
women and children. Some of the bucks 
seemeil to be anxious for a fight ; but at the 
expiration of the ten minutes, an Indian 
was brought out and given up to the police, 
as the leader of the gang that had fired 
upon the schooner. He was secured : and 
the marines and police immediately com- 
menced disarming the savages. Some re- 
sistance was shown, and one fellow assault- 
ed an officer in charge of tho marines. He 
was knocked down at once, and was only 
saved from severe injury by his clootchman 
interposing between her husband and the 
enraged marines. In the search for arms, 
several of the lodges were upset, and a 
number completely demolished. In search- 
ing around for arms, the police came upon 
the Hyter boy who escaped during the 
chain-gang ;< break " the other day, and se- 
cured him also. At six o'clock, the work 
was complete, and the police returned to 
town. The prisoners wero taken to the Po- 
lice Court-room, and tried before Judge 
Pemberton. The Indian arrested for firing 
at the schooner was sentenced to receive 
3b' lashes, and to be imprisoned for two 
months. The chain-gang boy was ordered 
to receive 24 lashes, and to he imprisoned 
10 days extra for joining in the escape. At 
7 o'clock, the prisoners were taken back to 
the Hyter encampment, anil the lashes were 
applied upon their bare backs by some tars 
from H. M. ships at Bsquinialt, in the pres- 
ence of a large number of Indians and 
whiles. They were afterwards brought 
back to jail. Ninery-soveu muskets, about 
twenty pistols, and some knives were taken 
from the Indians. "Captain John" has 
been ordered to call upon the Governor to- 
day. This example, it is hoped, will have 
a salutary elTeot upon all the Northern 
tribes at present here, who have long been 
lead to believe, from the supinenesa of the 
authorities, that they could murder anil rob 
whom they pleased, 

From THE Sandwich Islands. — Tho 
bark Jenny Ford, Captain Moore, arrived 
yesterday afternoon, in 18 days from Hono- 
lulu. Wo are indebted to Captain Moore 
for the manifest, list of passengers, late 
papers, etc. Among the freight brought 
was a quantity of water-melons, cocoa-nuts, 
and bananas. A quantity of stock, and 
large invoices of sugar also formed a por- 
tion of her cargo. Xo lows of importance 

in tho papers. 

Extraokdinakv Charge.— Chief of 
Police, Bayley, on Thursday morning pre- 
ferred a charge against polioerrsan Dillon, 
for allowing G. J. Wight, Esq., anil the re- 
porters of tho Colonist rind Gazelle news- 
papers to stand in tho neighborhood of tho 
main entrance to the prison yard. Police 
Judge Pemberton at once dismissed tho 
charge, and told our model Chief that such 
frivolous charges were calculated to render 
tho police force obnoxious to tho public. 

Anniversary Hall at Stkilacdom.— 
An anniversary ball, oommemorative of the 

signing of tho Declaration of Independence 
by tho American Congress, is announced to 
be given at Steilacoom, on the Fourth of 
July. A largo number of the residents from 
various parts of Washington Territory aro 
expected to join in tho festivities.

All the top-dirt has been 
removed, and in wet weather a first-rate water- 
pond will be formed. The whole business of erect- 
ing these buildings, has been illegal. 1 hey should 
never have been commenced without the consent 
of parliament. This consent was never asked, in 
a very few years these buildings will be useless, 
and in wet weather they will be totally uniipproacli- 

" Mr. Crease begged the House to remember that 
in deciding the question, there wis another prin- 
ciple involved. ; 

The vote was taken, and the amount nsked for 
was unanimously refused. 

£2,000 was asked for the extinction of the Uie- 
manis Indian titles. 

Mr. Foster believed the matter rested altogether 
witli the Home Government. Leave this sum out 
altogether. 

Mr. Franklin agreed that tins sum should be 
paid by the Home Government; but he honed to 
see this matter referred, instead of expunged. 

Mr. Cooper— Until the lands are placed in our 
possession, the Home Government certainly must 
pay all these demands. We might as well refuse 
to pay the amount at once, and not refer it. 

Mr. Tolmie— The matter can lose nothing by 
being deferred for a few days. 

Mr. Coles— The Indians have a right to be paid 
for their lands, but the Home Government must 
do it 

Mr. Waddington took the same view. 

Mr. Cary— Let us defer the matter until Tuesday 
next. We should have got some information to- 
day which might change the minds of several 
members ; but I now find we cannot Obtain that 
information until Tuesday. 

Mr. Tolmie said the proceeds of the Miles of 
lands would evcntally have to be devoted to clear- 
ing off the Indian titles. 

v Mr. Southgate said that on selling the Chcmanis 
linds. the settlers were assured by the Government 
that the Indian titles would be bought out. 

Mr. Crease— Then the Government lias been 
guilty of a breach of faith. The matter should be 
referred till next Tuesday, in order that we may 
the better understand the question. 

The vote was taken, and the item referred to 
Tuesday next. , 

Item No. 4, allowing for the registration or title 
<leeds a sum not to exceed 600/., was refused. 

Item No. fi, allowing to light-houses and keep- 
ers COO/., was next considered. 

Mr. Crease— Might not the light-houses and 
powder-magazine be united/' [Voice — Fire and 
powder together ! Laughter.] 

A discussion arose as to whether the Home Gov- 
ernment, British Columbia, or Vancouver Island, 
had to pay for the maintenance of tb^o lights. 

Mr. Foster thought it very desirrWile that the 
colony should know whether it had to pay the 
whole, a part, or any of the expense ol keeping 
up the lights. The Home Government has ap- 
pointed two keepers for the light-houses, and who 
had to pay them ? .1,1 

Mr. Franklin did not think the House should 
he in a haste to appropriate the £600 for this pur- 
pose, without knowing how much it had to pay of 
■ the expenses. American vessels would derive a 
very great advantage from the race-rocks light 

Mr. Cooper hoped the reporters present would 
not take down the remark of the lion, gentleman, 
in regard to the American vessels receiving benefit 
from the liuhts. 

Mr. Franklin said he meant British vessels 
bound to other waters. 

The item was postponed to Tuesday next. 
. Item, appropriating 150/. for the benefit of the 
Victoria Fire Brigade was taken up. 
'• "Mr. Waddington— The engines were 111 a sorry 
state when they were received from the Hudson 

Bay Company, and the companies had been to a 
very heavy expense to place their apparatus 111 
Working order. 

Mr. Crease wished to know to which particular 
company, this 160/. was to go ? 

Mr. Cory— The sum is required to be held 111 
reserve in ease of accidents to fire apparatus. 

Mr. Crease— There are no new engines wanted, 
and I cannot see the necessity of voting this 
Amount. , , 

Mr. Gordon— You had better risk the firemen to 
.put out jour firca and buy the engines too. 

Mr. Cooper was willing, under the eircums- 
stan^es to vote the amount, but it must not be a 
precedent. 

Mr. Foster— The very inslgnifloanco of the sum 
shows that it is not wanted. 1 do not think the 
amount, small ns it is, would he properly expend- 
ed if left with the Executive. 

Mr. Waddington stated that the repairing of one 
«f. the engines had beer, a very heavy pull upon 
his pockets, as a member of the department. 

The amount was granted. 

Throo hundred pounds was granted for the use 
of the Royal Hospital, unanimously. 

The committee hero rose and reported progress, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

Mr. Cory gave notice that he should move that 
the House go into Committee on Way and Means 
on Tuesday next. 

A motion to adjourn was made, hut at Mr. Gor- 
don's request, was withdrawn.

Mr. Gordon— I rise, Mr. Speak :r, to call the at- 
tention of the House to one of the most outra- 
geous attacks which has ever been made upon the 
.dignity of this House by a public print. As lung 
ns the attacks were directed at the members them- 
selves, it could be submitted to. [Mr. Gordon 
here read the following extract from the British

- ' belli the House to his policy,' tries it on by re- 
fining to leavu the chair, according to adjourn- 
ment — according to parliamentary usage — accord- 
ing to the dignity, decorum, and order of the 
House, Such conduct shows what he is, what 
disgraceful shifts a dishonest policy will entail, 
and how Impossible it is for such as he and his to 
exert any moral Influence, in an intelligent coun- 
try." 

Mr. Gordon, (continuing,)— I null upon this 
House to assert its dignity, In order that our Speak- 
er may be secure from these attacks in future. 1 
liopo that some member will make a motion to 
briiiK the publisher of that newspaper before the 
bar of this House. 

The Speaker— Thin matter cannot be referred 

until Iho Committee on Standing Orders report, 



JIr Carv _The dignity of the press is degraded 
bv the publication of such rihald trash as that,] list 
read. I would not wait for standing orders, but 
demand immediate action. . . 

JIr. Gordon, [very nervous and excited, J l 
BRain call upon this House to protect its Speaker 
and its own dignity. I move, sir, that the publisher 
of the Bbitish Colonist be brought to the bar of 
this House, to answer for his disgraceful conduct. 

Mr. Waddington— May the House not have 
brought all this upon itself? A display of ill-feel- 
ing has been often exhibited, when there was no 
necessity for it. 

The Speaker — I can refer this matter to the 
Committee of Privileges. . 

JIr. Gordon assented, and the committee is to 
meet at two o'clock to-morrow (Friday.)

The House went into Secret Session on an 
alleged breach of privilege on the part of the 
BtUTiau Colonist, in publishing an article res- 
pecting the Speaker. 

McDonald, Tolmie and Green, then entered the 

House. , , , 

At half-past 3 o'clock the doors were opened, 
nnd the House went into Committee to afford .Mr. 
Cary an opportunity of explaining his ncheme for 
raising funds for the payment of tho sums voted 
in the Estimates. , 

Mr. Cary stated that the total sum required or 
the expenses of the colony, was about 15,000/., 
which does not include extinction of Indian titles. 
The retail liquor licenses are to be reduced to 90/. 
per annum; the free port must be sustained and 
in order to do that, money must be raised by direct 
taxation. The hon. member proposes a tax of one 
ncr cent, on all occupied real estate of the colony 
—it would be readily paid. Such a tax would give 
us about 5,000/. per annum; the improvements 
are not to be taxed. Bankers arc to pay 50/. per 
annum ; lawyers, real estate agents, and news- 
paper proprietors, 10/. each per annum ; each bil- 
liard table, 21. IOj., and each bowling alley, ol. per 
Milium. A trading license is also to be levied. 
In all cases where sales do not exceed 100/ per 
three months, 21. 10s. per annum ; above sales of 
100/ to 250/., a per ccntage not to exceed ol. per 
annum ; all sales above 250/. per three months, 
10/. per annum. A tax on all coals coming from 
Nanaimo to this place, is recommended. 

After Mr Gary's explanation of his scheme, the 
committee rose" and reported progress, and the 
House went into committee on the Legal bill— two 
clauses of which were considered and amended, 
when the committee, on motion of Mr. Cary, rose 
and reported progress, and the House adjourned to 
Monday, Jul y 2d.

Indian Difficulties at Pungenbss. — 
The trouble between the Clallams at Dutl- 
getiess, and the Northern Indians, has, lor 
the present, been quieted ; but an attack is 
daily expected, and the Clallams are keep- 
ing constant watch. All the Northern women 
have been called home by their respective 
tribes, and it is expected that when the wo- 
men aie all out of the way, the Hyters and 
Simseana will attack the Clallams. — V. T.
